Lesson, Lions And 
Farmers 

■ l ■ ^ ■■ ■ 

R. C. Pastor Contributed Toward Cost of Tearing 
Down Old Methodist Church, Old Story Goes 
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"There is a farmers' problem. 
Inspector W. R. McVettie, Barrie, 
told a Lions club meeting at the 
King George hotel on Monday 
evening. Each member of the 
club had a fanner present as his 
guest; President W. M. Cock- 
burn, York county agricultural 
representative, was in the chair. 

"The attorney-general s a y s 

that it is going to be difficult, 
if not impossible, to return men 
lo the farm now," said Mr. 
McVettie. "Former farm hands 
are receiving three times as 
much as the farmer can afford 
to pay. How is the farmer 
going to solve his difficulties to 
meet the national challenge? He 
is going to do it by joining club? 
and organizations. 

"But what is the ultimate 
solution? Will it come through 
each professional group in the 
community pressing its own 
claims? Wc should approach 
this problem as communities. 
Wouldn't it be better to organize 
as communities, as they did in 
Denmark and Holland and pro- 
duced the finest form of agricul- 
ture in the world? Canada Is 
essentially nn agricultural coun- 
try. 

"Co-operation with the farmer 
has to have an economic basis 
and a spiritual basis." 



Mr. McVettie spoke of "the 
mastery of complacency." "Every 
farmer should have the right to 
tell the town where he comes to 
do iris business What is not right 
about the town," he said. "His 
boy and girl come to the town. 
You are fortunate here. You 
haven't seen country girls com- 
ing to town and going into beer 
rooms with young men." 

Speaking of "the mastery of 
cowardice," Mr. McVettie told 
his hearers not to worry about 
Ihe possible danger lo property 
or to themselves or about poss- 
ible personal hardship, but "let 
us fear lest We shall come out of 
this holocaust Without learning 
the lesson it was meant to teach 
us. Almighty God has sent us 
this war with a purpose. 

"Fate has aligned us with Pol- 
and, Greece, the Netherlands, 
New Guinea, Australia, the U.S., 
for n purpose, so that wc and 
they should work together to 
bring about a- better world. 

"If we can't learn the lesson 
for a better standard of living 
together, what is to be the fut- 
ure of our children? Just to live 
through another war. Unless we 
learn, unless we rise to our poss- 
ibilities by our own efforts, we 
shall have to foco yet another 



war.

Millions of Canadians enjoy greater social and 
economic security because of the self-sacrificing 
life of a clergyman who one day found himself 
in parliament and went on to organize Canada's 
first farm-labor party, a party quite likely to 

become one of the two major parties of the future, 

alternating in office with a consolidation of the 
two major parties of today. J. S. Woodsworth, 
who died this week, was one of that little group 
of reformers wiio for years clamored for old age 
pensions, unemployment insurance, a publicly- 
owned central bank, penitentiary reform, govern- 
ment control over business to protect the con- 
sumer and the employee. Men of ideas do not 
have to be in a majority in parliament to influ- 
ence the course of government. They arc thrice 
armed whose cause is just. 

Agnes Macphail was another effective member 
of that tittle "ginger group/' but Canadians may 
be glad that though she is no longer in parliament 
*iie is still fighting effectively for a better life for 
Canada's agriculturalists. Her column in a Tor- 
onto newspaper is a contribution to Canadian 
progress- 



HOW WOULD HITLER VOTE? 

For the sake of clear thinking, it should be said 
that in the coming plebiscite a "Yes" vote will be 
no more patriotic than a "No" vote, in spite of 
suggestions to the contrary (a cabinet minister, 
Hon. Colin Gibson, has stated that Hitler would 
vole "No"). If a "Yes" vote would clearly 
advance the war effort, and a "No" vote would 
clearly retard jt, then there should be no plebis- 
cite. There should be no expenditure of over a 
million dollars and a lot of labor to conduct a 
vote on a question to which there can be but one 
answer. Hitler has held that kind of election but 
there is no excuse for the Canadian government 
putting to the people any question which hasn't 
two sides. A "Yes" vote won't give parliament 
any power that it now lacks, and a "No" vote 
won't take from it any power it now has. The 
only pur|H>se of the vote can be to find out what 
the citizen thinks on this subject; Is he opposed 
to overseas conscription, or is he satisfied to leave 
the decision to parliament? No cabinet minister 
should concur in putting such a question to the 
people, and then tell them that Hitler would vote 
"No." 

How would Hitler vole? If Hitler were voting 
in Quebec province he might vote "No" with the 
thought that a "No" majority in Quebec and a 
"Yes" majority in tin? rest of Canada would be a 
Uluw to Canada's team-work, and for the same 
reason he might vote "Yes" if he were voting in 
one of the Knglish-spcakirig provinces. But sup- 
pose that Hitler were just casting a vote at large, 
not to be credited to Quebec nor to Ontario nor 
to any particular part of the country, lie would 
vote "No" if he thought that military conscription 
would help Canada's war of foil, and he would 
vote "Yes" if he thought that conscription would 
weaken Canada at war, * , 

Hitler might intelligently (or intuitively) reach 
cither decision. While he thinks conscription a 
good thing in Germany, he jnight reach a differ- 
ent conclusion about Canada. He might think 
that the strength of a democracy lies in voluntary 
effort, or he may have fought against Canada's 
voluntary army in the last war, and prefer to try 
a conscripted army thhc time. Or, looking at a 
hundred thousand soldiers as a fighting force that 



can be lost in a few weeks according to his ex- 
perience on the Russian front, he might think that 
an increased Canadian industrial and agricultural 
effort was a bigger* menace to him than an addi- 
tion to Canada's armed forces, and vote "Yes" or 
"No" according to whether he thought conscrip- 
tion or voluntary enlistment would produce the 
bigger Canadian army. He might prefer a bigger 
army to a bigger industrial and agricultural 
effort. 

Hitler would have a lot to think about before 
he cast his ballot. When he had made up his 
mind as to which vote would bo most helpful to 
Canada's war effort, he would cast the opposite 
vote. We don't pretend to know for certain, as 
Mr. Gibson professss to know, which vote would 
help Canada more, but we do not see how Mr. 
Gibson can be so dictatorially certain at a time 
when fellow cabinet ministers say that the volun- 
tary system has not failed and that it may not 
fail. Isn't it the truth that the government has 
brought on the plebiscite vote not because it sees 
or foresees a need for conscription but because 
of the pressure for immediate conscription which 
was brought upon it? 

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

LET US NOW GET ON WITH 
OUR REAL JOB 

(Midland Free Press-Herald) 

"I am anxious to have the plebiscite carried." 
So declared Prime Minister King in the house 
of commons the other day. Leader R. B, Hanson 
of the Conservative party has asked all who 
normally think with him to vote "Yes." The 
C.C.F.-ers arc also willing. That makes it prac- 
tically unanimous, except for some anti-eon- 
scriplionist die-hards. 

Let us get on with the job of rolling up a tre- 
mendous majority in favor of releasing not only 
Mr. King, but every member of the Canadian 
parliament, from any restrictions whatever which 

may hamper their consciences and hinder Canada 
in its war effort. 

What will the carrying of the plebiscite mean? 

Mr. King has told us that the government 
would then be freed from the one and only 
restriction which hampers an all-out Canadian 
war program because it forbids the raising of 
men by compulsion for service outside of Canada. 
That restriction exists because of vote-seeking 
promises made by leaders of all political parties 
prior to the last election. 

While we still think that Hie terrible facts of 
the present war situation would justify a respon- 
sible and representative parliament to take what 
immediate action it deemed necessary to save 
Canada and the cause of freedom from the Huns 
and the Japs, despite foolish pledges which should 
never have been given, it is evident we shall have 
to vote on the plebiscite whether we like it or 
not. 

Our political, religious and journalistic fire- 
brands won't help the situation any by fanning 
racial prejudice or by charging the prime minister 
with trickery. 

What all loyal Canadians must do is to concen- 
trate on rolling up a huge "Yes" vote and, if 
possible, in every province, so that there can he 
no excuse whatever for the slightest holding back 
of any Canadian resource, materia) or human, in 
the critical days ahead. This war must be won 
even though every Canadian political parly per- 
ish. This is no lime for such idiotic partisan 
strife us has been wiluesscd at Ottawa of late, 
when war horses on both sides seem to have 
forgotten that our enemies are at our gates. 

Mr. King has insisted that conscription is not 
the issue. He points out that if the government 
were to put that question to the people it would 
be asking them to make a military decision, 
which 9 is a responsibility they are not well 
enough informed to exercise. That action must 
be taken by the government which is in possess- 
ion of the facts. All of which may sound a bit 
technical, but it is none the less correct. While 
an affirmative vote would free the way for con- 
scription the final decision must be made by the 
l>cop]e*8 representatives. A negative vote would 
consequently be tragic for it would leave parlia- 
ment hog-ticd.

Sap dripped merrily in 
pints Inst Friday. Those 
have not yet tapped their sugar 
maples will be busy nt il now. 
For those who have a sugar bush 
and equipment the maple syrup 
crop is a good spring revenue, 
not to be despised. 

Our thoughts go baek to the 
equipment of long ago. Wood 
was plentiful, so birch logs were 
hollowed out for containers. 
They must have been clusmy for 
emptying! Tito large iron kettle 
hung over the fire in the woods 
was the method for boiling down 
the sap. It required the uttctv 
tion of one person to keep the 
fire going and sec that the strip 
of fat pork on a spit was handy 
to keep the syrup from boiling 
over. 

It is considered that the syrup 
thus* boiled was richer in flavor 
than tlto present method, poss- 
ibly because of Ihe carameling 
process, burning of the sugar 
mound the edge of the kettle. 

When we were very young, our 
mother purified the syrup and 
made maple taffy for us, from 
the drippings after settling, and 
there never was taffy so rich 
and sweet ns that. 

Hut what I started oul to toll 
was Ihe method of catching the 
sap. First wooden troughs were 
used. 1 presume the split logs 
were hollowed nut during the 
winter, as barn chores were not 
strenuous then, as they are now. 

My first recollection was the 
use of wooden buckets, like 
wooilen pails without handles. 
Cooper shops were numerous 
and wood was plentiful.' The 
difficulty was the buckets would 
dry otit and fall to pieces. The 
later method was the use of tin 
pails and tin palls it Is to this 

day, I believe. 

Our hist lot were the palls 
with a hole near the top to hang 
them on tho metal anile*. The 
sap ran into tho palls and did 
not blow every way.

AMOS CRITTENDEN 
DIES IN 80TH YEAR 

Foiling in health for tho post
